He
was an officer of the AFL-CIO for more than 19 years,
including seven years as secretary-treasurer prior to
becoming president.

He started his career as a journeyman
wireman in -- with Decatur-based IBEW Local 146 in
1978, spending the next 22 years rising through the
ranks, becoming a business agent and finally its
business manager and secretary. His impressive
background includes his service on several state and
regional and national boards and councils.
Commissioner Carrigan brings a wealth of experience
that will be an asset to the Commission.

We welcome him and the unique
perspective he will bring to the Commission.
